IT IS RECOMMENDED THAT YOUR BOARD ACTING AS THE GOVERNING BODY

Find this transaction categorically exempt from the provisions of the
California Environmental Quality Act (CEQA).

Declare the easement interest in Project No. 556, Parcel 91EX
(1,475+ square feet), located on the northwest corner of Garvey Avenue
and Hathaway Walk in the City of Alhambra, to be no longer required for
the purposes of the Los Angeles County Flood Control District.

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PURPOSE/JUSTIFICATION OF RECOMMENDED ACTION

This action will allow the District to quitclaim its easement in Project No. 556,
Parcel 91EX, to the underlying fee owners, Wayne C. and Millicent J. Tam. Parcel
91EX is located on the northwest corner of Garvey Avenue and Hathaway Walk in the
City of Alhambra.

The District acquired the easement to Parcel 91EX for covered storm drain purposes in
connection with Project No. 556. The underlying fee owners requested this easement
be quitclaimed to them. Construction of the project has been completed, and the
subject parcel lies outside the required right of way.

Implementation of Strategic Plan Goals

This action is consistent with the Strategic Plan Goal of Fiscal Responsibility. The
revenue from the sale will be used for flood control purposes. Furthermore, the sale will
eliminate the need to maintain the property and reduce the District's expenses and
liability.

FISCAL IMPACT/EINANCING

The proposed selling price of $2,500 represents the sales price. This amount has been
paid and deposited into the District’'s General Fund.

The enclosed Quitclaim of Easement has been approved by County Counsel and will be
recorded.
